A convention of the Marchers 
this afternoon at City Auditorium 
was attended by 1600 workers and 
farmers. Rudy Lambert, Walter 
Lambert, J. Robinson and M. Bay- 
lin were main reporters. The big- 
gest ovation greeted the speech of 
Sam Darcy, District Organizer of 
the Communist Party. 

A State Committee of 70 to per- 
manently conduct relief fight was 
elected at the convention. 

After a two-day fight for accom- 
modations, all delegates were fed 
and housed by the city officials. 
Women delegates had hotel rooms. 
The men were housed in a school 
building furnished with cots and 
blankets,

NEGRO, WHITE WORKERS UNITE BEHIND SHARECROPPERS 


* 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., January 4.— 
Protest of sharecroppers, black and 
white, throughout Alabama and the 
entire South, backed by other work- 
ers organizations from all over the 
United States are increasing trem- 
endously as the hearing on the In- 
ternational Labor Defense petition 
for the release on habeas corpus 
of the remaining thirteen defend- 
ants arrested in the Natasulga Bat- 
tle comes up tomorrow. 

Pressure of black and white 
workers and farmers has already 
forced the release of four of the 
original nineteen arrested, and the 
death of Cliff James, leader of the 
Sharecroppers Union of Natasulga, 
and Milo Bentley, as a result of 
gun-shot wounds, brutal beating-up 
in jail, and criminal neglect by the 
police medical authorities has fan- 
ned their indignation to a white 
heat, 

The I. L. D. attorneys aim to 
force the sheriffs and deputies who 
participated in the Natasulga at- 
tack to testify on the struggle in 
which at least seven Negroes are 
known to have beén killed, and as 
to the beatings of those arrested 
which resulted in the deaths of 
James and Bentley. 


Alabama Bosses Terrified At Militancy of 
Poor Farmers Against Seizure of Means of 
Livelihood by Mortgage Collectors 


The militancy of the sharecrop- 
pers in this struggle has been such 
that the capitalist press, before it 
boycotted the matter entirely, was 
compelled to discard its usual “race 
riot” lies and admit the economic 
base of the fight. 


NATASULGA BATTLE 


Since the Camp Hill Massacre of 
July 1931, the Sharecroppers Union, 
though illegal, has gained strength 
in the South, both in members and 
in correct type of organization and 
tactics. Committees of ten or more 
were formed on a plantation or 
locality basis, and struggle against 
hunger began. Several victories 
won by the union helped consider- 
ably to build further in this “Black 
Belt” section where living condi- 
tions are as bad as are to be found 
anywhere in America. 

Various attempts to frame lead- 
ers only brought new support to 
the movement and when a large 
delegation attended the National 


Farm Relief Conference of Dec. 7-10 
the landlords determined on brut- 
ality to break it. 

On December 19 the rich Nata- 
sulga merchant Parker sent Deputy 
Sheriff Elder to collect on a mort- 
gage held on Clifford James, Negro 
farmer, or to take his mule and cow, 

James, backed by ten members 
of the union, refused to give up his 
only means of livelihood. Even 
capitalist law was with James in 
this. But Deputy Elder in leaving, 
said, “I’m going back to get more 
men and kill you all in a pile.” 

About fifty sharecroppers rallied 
to James’ defense, and when the 
Sheriff returned with  re-inforce- 
ments, they repeated the refusal to 
give up the animals. The posse 
opened fire, killing one Negro and 
wounded fifteen. They broke into 
the cabin and arrested nineteen. 
The union resistance must be 
broken at all costs, so the militia 


‘was called into readiness while a 


posse of nearly two hundred scour- 


ed the nearby hills in a mad 24- 
hour manhunt. More than a dozen 
Negroes are “missing,” unquestion- 
ably dead, tho only five were ad- 
mitted killed. 


“BLACK AND WHITE, WE 
STAND UNITED!” 


The outstanding fact of the strug- 
gle to date has been the solidarity 
of the black and white sharecrop- 
pers and workers. In recruiting 
the posse for the manhunt it was 
necessary to get deputies and thugs 
from 5 nearby counties—the white 
workers would not join to beat 
down workers in the same condi- 
tions as themSelves. 

It is this new important unity, 
no longer confused with “race riot” 
lies, that the landlords and South- 
ern bosses fear most, shown in the 
Natasulga Battle itself, and now in 
the carrying on of the struggle for 
the release of those arrested. 

Workers and farmers throughout 
the nation, especially where share- 
cropping prevails, as it does in 
many parts of the West, are in- 
tensely interested in the struggle, 
seeing in it a reflection of their 
own fight and need of solidarity.

‘This large 
staff is necessary, in order to in- 


sure the necessary personal atten- 
tion to each worker, with periodic 
health examinations of every work- 
er of the factory and consultations. 
Any medical treatment, supplies or 
hospital treatment needed are giv- 
en without cost. Especially in the 
dangerous departments, examina- 
tions come at close intervals, so as 
to detect the first signs of disease. 
In this case, the worker is trans- 
ferred to another department, sent 
to eat in the special diet dining 
room. If necessary, he is sent to a 
sanatorium, with all expenses paid, 
and wages besides, the costs of 
this being covered by the social in- 
surance fund, : 

Women in Socialist Industry 

Since 9,000 of the 18,000 workers 
are women, special attention is giv- 
en the study of the possible 
effects of various working condi- 
tions on their physique. 

On the walls of the consulting 
room, we saw the charted results 
of ali this attention given to heal- 
thy conditions of labor. Ilnegses 
have been drastically’ reduced, es- 
pecially those of the more serious 
kind, such as tuberculosis. 

However, there was one chart 
where the blue lines charting the 
time lost due to a certain illness 
was shooting straight upward! Five 
hundred women every month ab- 
sent due to this cause alone, being 
paid full wages, for a period of four 
full months each. The peculiar 
thing about it was that both tha 
doctors to Whom we spoke, and the 
workers were quite proud of this 


to 


increase. As you have perhaps 
guessed, the chart depicted the 
number of women workers with 


“time out” tor the period preceding 
and following child-birth. 4 months, 
all told, When the mother is ready 
to return to her job, she can place 
her child in one of. the plant’s 
free nurseries during the day. This 
protection on the job and care of 
workers’s health, as carried on by 
Krassny Bogatyr is generally typ- 
ical of what is going on in Soviet 
factories and for which the workers 
expended through their social in- 
surance. funds this year, more than 
one half of their 2 billion dolar 
budget, 
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
